Oldfield Offers Bill Differing
From One Introduced
By Gallinger.

CONTAINS PROVISION
FOR FIXING VALUE

One Provision Aimed At Gas Com-
pany—Would Regulate
Sales of Stock.

Congressman Oldfield, of the House
Distriot Committee, introduced in the
House this afternoon a subgtitute
for the Gallinger public utilities bill,
and providing for the creation of a
public utilities commission in the
Distriet. b

The maln difference between the
two bills concern the manner of ar-
riving at the physical valuation of
public utilities,

The Gallinger plan is drawn much
after that used by Maryland, while
the Oldfield plan is a combination of
the Maryland, Wisconsin, New York,
and California laws.

What It Stipulates.

The Oldfield substitute stipulates
that hereafter no public utility cor-
poration shall issue any stock cer-
tificates, bonds, mortgages or other
evidence of indebtedness payable in
more than one year from date until
it shajl have first obtained consent
from the public utilities commission,
when created.

The bill then outlines the proceed-
ings for obtaining such authority
from the commission, among the con-
ditions belng the following: When

Another section, and this sectlon is
oensidered to apply especially to the
m“otll of the lfn-l company, reads:

in money, property, or services as pay-
ment of the samo, until there shall have
been recorded upon the hooks of such
ﬁuhllc utllity the certificate of the pub
tor Jutllity commission herein provided
or.

Limits Stock Issue.

The blll also provides that no publls
utility corporation shall issue stocks or
bonds for the purpose of e#ny reor-
ganizatinn or consolidation In cxcesy of
the total amount of the stock, honds,
and ather evidence of Indebtedness out-
standing against the public utllities ro-
organising and consolidating, and no
such public utility shall purchase the
property of any other publle utility to
aTect a consolldation untlt the com-
mission has determined and set forth In
writing that such consolldation will be
in lll'w public inlerest,

All  stocks, bonds, mortgages and
other evidences of indebtedness issued
contrary to thls provision of thjs law

declared to be vold, A fine of not
feus ‘than $600 or more than $10,000 shull
Le assessed against those who violate
the provisions of the act.

It is also prohibited that mo public
utility wshell apply stock, bonds and
other evidences of indebtedness to any
other person or issue the same on any
less favorable terms than the terms
¥ ed by the public utllity commjs-

at. .The repalr of the chair was
started by her son, and only finished
after his death by one of his friends
as a Christmas gift to her.

Injuries Are Fatal. °

Carl Lehnert, on account of his deaf-
nees, had been a pupll at the ungraded
school at 626 Q street northwest, and
here a few days before he was killed
he had started to reseat a chalr from
home with rattan strips. The rehablll-
tation of the chair was Intended aus a
Christmas gift to his mother,

On Thanksgiving Day he suspended
work along with other school children,
and while playlng Iin front of his home
an automobile came along which he did
not hear. The machine struck him, and
the lad recelved Injuries which caused
his death a short timg after.

After this the chalr with Its cane
seat half finished remained |n the school
room. Four or five days ago Henry
Stain, an Itallan boy of thirteen years,
who had been a playmate and & school-
fellow of Carl Lehnert, went to the
principal of the school.

“Can 1 finish Carl's chalr?" he asked.

“Why?" was the query.

“Car] wanted to give It to hism mother
for Christmas, and | know he would
llkke for me to do it for him, now that
he can't do It himselr.”

In a volee choking with emotlon the

school principal at once accorded per-
mission,
The chair was finished at the noon
hour today, and Henry Btaln carried
the chalr over to Mrs. Lehnert,
